or any other civilised country, the police would not have 
been allowed by the people fo ill-treat a young girl in public. 
in the way that Nitved Kunwari was treated at Amritsar. It 
would seem that the Panjäbis, who were once so famous for 
their courage, sympathy for the weak, and other knightly 
qualities, have lost all those:qualities within the last forty 
years, otherwise they would not have viewed with indiffer- 
ence the police outrage above referred to. The loss of noble 
qualities in a nation is equally injurious to the nation and 
Government. When the Romans lost their noble qualities, 
Rome, which was the mistress of the world, fell an easy 
prey to wild tribes. If Sir James Lyall turns a deaf ear to 
the complaints of the Tribune about the high-handed pro- 
ceedings of the Amirtsar police, as he did to those regarding 
official : oppression at Rohtak, he will be brought into dis- 
repute.

were given. One of the instances was that a Sikh Sirdér 
went to a railway station with his son and began to tremble 
through fear at the sight of a European soldier. The novel 
shows how timid the Sikhs of the present day are considered 
even by Englishmen. The indifference with which the Musal- 
mäns, too, of Amritsar viewed the ill-treatment. of the girl 
by the police, is a clear proof of their degeneration and 
effeminate cowardice. In his Meerut speech Sir Sayyid 
Ahmad Khan spoke very highly of the bravery of the 
Sikhs and the Musalmäns, and said that they could upset 
everything in a moment. But the case of Nit ved Kunwari 
is a sad oommentary on their bravery and oourage. There 
is a powerful Muhammadan association in Amritsar on 
which Sir Sayyid: Ahmad Khän greatly relies for help for 
the support of his political views. The Muhammadan 
influence is ag Strong at Amritsar as the Sikh influence, 
and the Muhammadans consider the preservation of the 
honour of women as their principal duty. But no Musalmén 
interfered on behalf of a woman who was forced by the 
police to take off her clothing, even to nudity, in a public 
street, under the pretext that the police.might be able to 
Prepare her descriptive roll. It is the duty of the Panj ab 
Government to make a thorough inquiry into the accusa- . 
tion preferred by the Tribune against the police. If. the

Sometimes a man is not even called upon to 
make a statement, but a statement is recorded by a police 


official i in his name in his absence. If the so-called state- 


ments of the men do not correspond with those afterwards 


made before the Magistrate or the Judge, the men are prose- 


cuted by the police on the charge of giving false evidence, 
under sevtion 193 of the Penal Code.
